About one person itn every ten you meet 
and talk to in St. Louls has seen the game 
played, and knows that !t requires as much 
ekili as baseball, as much gameness as foot- 
ball and the horsemanship of a prize jockey 

It is the game par excellence of the atii- 
Jetic rich. Four men play ona side. They 
ride small, crop-talied horses, about one- 
half thoroughbred, active as cats, nearly 
as ewift as racers, full of pluck and trained 
to a polnt where they know the game as 
well as their riders. The players line up 
in the field midway between the goals, and 
the referee tosses a light wooden beil be- 
tween them. Each player is armed with 
@ maiilet, with long tlexible handie. With 
this mallet he swats the bal) at every 
opportunity, his design being to drive itt 
between ihe goal posts. The players on the 
Other side “swat"’’ it. the other way, their 
aim being to send it between the other 
goal posts. If the ball crosses the line out- 
fide the posts it is a “‘knock off" and the 
fight begins over again. If a@ player on 
one side makes a goal for the other side 
it f% called a and knotks one- 
fourth of a goal off of the score on his side. 

The game !s four “periods’’ of fifteen 
minutes each, during which any number of 
goals miay be made. 

Although St. Louis folks, as a rule, know 
littie about polo, the St. Lou's Club is a 
strong one and eome of its members rank 
among the cracks of America.

“We do not aim to walk much and get 
over the country riding in box cars or on 
the front end of passenger trains, always 
being careful that our skirts do not catch 
and throw us under the train.

CUBAN DEBT NOW THE PROBLEM 


Spaniards Insist Tlat the United 
States Should Assume a Por- 
tion of ths Burden. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—The Paris  corre- 
Sspondent of the Times says The peace 
negotiations are necessarily slow, being 
conducted less by exchange of words than 
by exchange of notes and statements. Mon- 
tero Rios, president of the Spanish Com- 
mission, docs not understand English. 
Consequently the few words exchanged 
must be interpreted, and even then they 
are indefinite till committed to paper. 

The Cuban debt question has already 
been laid on the table, the American Com- 
missioners having already given a per- 
emptory refusal to discuss a principle 
which had been settled, as they considered, 
by the peace preliminaries. 

The Spantards, for their side, do not think 
themselves bound to bow with docility to 
the Imperative instructions of another gov- 
ernment. They returned to the charge to- 
day, it is said, urging the generally ad- 
mitted principle which imposes on conquer- 
ors the burdens of the territory conquered, 
either in their own behalf or that of their 
clients. They insisted that it would be an‘ 
extraordinary course to saddle Spain, al- 
ready in so lamentable a financ'a) position, 
with the Cuban debt, while surrendering to 
the victor the security with which it should 
be paid. 

They remarked, itis reported, that If they 
had asked the United States for permission 
to raise interest out of the customs reve- 
nues, they would neturally have met with 
a refusal. How then can they be asked to 
leave to the visitor the pledges allowing 
payment of Interest and yet retain the 
burden of the debt? They observed, more- 
over, that, as Cuba is the key to the Gulf 
of Mexico, the United States will thus be 
able to pass the only barrier which they 
had hitherto been unable to cross at will 
and that this is worth some sacrifice. 
Hence the Spanish Commissioners insist, 

the name of recognized intepnational 
law, that the debt should not rest solely 
on Spanish shoulders. It Is impossible to 
foretell the American reply, but it is not 
likely that Mr. Day and his colleagues will 
yield. An idea is afloat, and said to be 
warmly advocated, that the interest should 
be reduced to 2% per cent, or even to 2 
per cent, and jointly guaranteed by the 
Spaniards and the future rulers of Cuba, 
each thus bearing only a very slight bur- 
den, and the bondholders being protected 
from loss on their investment. This last 
information does not emanate elther from 
Spaniards or Americana

The ac- 
cused {fs city salesman for a local whole- 
sale house, and his reputation in commer- 
c‘al circles has always been of the best. 
He ts sedate and fatherly in manner, and 
might easily be picked out In any crowd as 
a Sunday School supérintendent. 

Behind the formal charge of peace dis- 
turbance, which is a most common thing In 
Judge Peabody's police court, is an accu- 
sation that fs as Judge Peabody says, 
“worse than murder.’’ 

Either a grave injustice was !tmposed up- 
on Mr. Ellie when he was convicted and 
thus branded, or he is a specimen of re- 
markable depravity. His friends say the 
former is the case, and in the-_light of his 
past good reputation, there is a general 
concensus of Opinion In that direction. 

It is claimed that Mr. Ellis had evil de- 
signs upon the little girlse—that he tried to 
lure them away from their homes for evil. 

This accusation was emphatically dented 
by the defendant in court, and he continues 
to repeat his denial. 

He took an appeal and was immediately 
released on bond. The case will be reviewed 
by Judge Murphy of the Court of Criminal 
Correction which is the tribunal next above 
the police court. If the decision of the 
lower court is effirmed there, there Is no 
telling where the case wil! end, for Mr. El- 
lis has declared his intention of going to the 
highest courts if not acquitted before such 
resort is necessary. He says he ia not 
guilty, and he proposes to fight it out on 
that line. 

This story has its pathetic side, for the 
wife of the defendant appeared in court 
and made a tearful appeal for her hus- 
band, 

“He is a good man and would not harm a 
child for all the world,’’ gaid Mrs. Ellis.

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‘Stories Told hy Survivors and Rescuers of the = 
Wreck of the Steamer and Loss 
of More Than 100 Lives. 


THE WOMEN PASSENGERS WERE 
FAR MORE COURAGEOUS 
TEAN THE MEN. 


OUT OF 161 ONLY 
45 WERE SAVED.

Brave Acts of the Life-Saving Crews 
Who Went Ou: to the Ship 
at Great Peril. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—Of the 161 persons on 
board the eteamer Mohegan which went 
down off the Lizard last night, it is be- 


lieved that only 4 survive. 

From the best evidence obtainable at St. 
|Keverine it appears that the Mohegan 
foundered five minutes after she struck the 
rocks. She was going at full speed, struck 
twice, stopped and rapidly settled Into the 
water. As the captain and ‘the executive 
officers of the steamer went down with 
her, It has been impossible thus far to as- 
certain how she got out of her course as 
Falmouth light and the coast were visible. 
The weather was not thick, but that a 
strong southeast wind was blowing and 
there was heavy ground swell on and a 
strong current running. 

Dinner was ready and Capt. Griffiths was 
about to proceed to the saloon when e sud- 
den crash made it apparent that fhe steam- 
er had gone ashore. The Captain immedl- 
ately went on deck anti the survivors say 
they saw him on the bridge doing all that 
lay in the power of a brave man to lessen 
the disaster. 

Authentic particulars of the events Oc- 
curring after the ship struck are not yet 
obtainable. It seems, however, that one of 
the ship’s boats containing several women 
got away safely, but was capsized. A num- 
ber of its occupants were rescued by life- 
boats. Another boat with sixteen hands 
was picked up by a life boat and safely got 
ashore, and two or three other persons 
managed to reach land. 

Up to @ late hour to-night % bodies 
have been washed aghore at different 
points. A southerly wind is now blowing, 
and it is said that the bodies of many 
more victims will be recovered by to-mor- 
rom. An inquest will be held on Mon- 
day. 

The terror of the scene was indescriba- 
ble. Men jumped overboard in an agony 
of despair, and the women passengers hud- 
died together and refused to leave the 
deck. The officers remained on the bridge 
to the last and many instances of sacri- 
flee are recorded, 

Members of the crew are known to have 
stood by and watched the boats launch-. 
ed and put off when it was apparent 
that these were the only means by which 
their own lives could be saved. A life- 
boat with a load of 4 passengers on its 
way to the ehore passed many who were 
battling for their lives in the water whom 
it was impossible to save. 

The villagers, headed by the vicar and 
coast guard, stood on the shore and cheered 
the boat. When the lifeboat entered the 
little cove the fishermen waded into the 
sea to help drag the Ilitle boat up on the 
beach, and tenderly carried the exhausted 
survivors to their homes, which had been 
already prepared for their reception, and 
the vicar attended the tnjured. The lifeboat 
was again launohed and put out for the 
wreck, on its outward journey picking up 
survivors. The trip to the wreck 
was fruitless so far es taking any one from 
the vessel was concerned, but on its way 
back to the shore 16 survivors were taken 
from the water.

One of 
Mrs. Grandin's feet was torn from the leg. 

Fourteen members the crew of the 
Mohegan have been found alive on the 
roc Ka. 

When the steamer was seen to be in dis- 
tress lifeboats put off from the shore, and 
every effort possible was made to save the 
passengers. The coast at this point ia ex- 
tremely dangerous, and has been the scene 
of numerous wreoks. 

It le the bellef of thoge who were saved 
that the machinery of the Mohegan became 
disab.ed during the heavy easterly gaie 
which was biowing. and that she ran 
ashore and foundered. 

HEROIC LIFE-SAVERS.

“We backed In right over the wreck and 
succeeded .in rescuing the boatswain, cook 
and others. Next we rescued an engineer, 
who was clinging to the steamer’s funnel, 
All this occupled several hours. We then 
made for the shore.”’ 


SEVEN HOURS ON A PLANK. 


One of the survivors, George Maule af 
New York, was interviewed after he had 
sufficiently recovered to be able to tell 
the story of the wreck. He sald: 

“I am a shipper of horses, employed by 
the American Transport Co. We left Lon- 
don on Thureday and all went well until 
7 o'clock yesterday evening, when most of 
the passengers were at dinner. The 
steamer was going at full 
speed and suddenly we heard 
a loud crash which seemed to denote that 
we had collided with some other vessel. But 
when we rushed on deck we found that the 
Mohegan waa on the rocks between the 
Manacles and the Lowlands, in the vicinity 
of the Lizard. 

“Orders were given immediately to lower 
the boats and the crew of the steamer be- 
haved like heroes. Her captain stood on 
the bridge and the greatest order prevailed 
among the officers and crew. 

“The steamer, however, immediately be- 
gan to eettle by the head. Two boats were 
launched. The women were sent away in 
the first boat. But whether these boats 
reached land or not I do not know. 


“I managed to secure a life belt and . 


jumped overboard in company with the 
chief officer of the Mohegan, Mr. Couch. 
He made me take off my coat and shoes. 
Soon after that we were parted from each 
When 1 was leaving the vessel « 
little girl begged piteously that I try te 
save her, as she did not want to die yet 
1 was powerless to help her. 

“Eventualiy I caught hold of a plank 
which was floating on the water, and § 
clung to it for seven and half hours. At 
the expiration of that time I was pleked 
up by @ tug. I could not bave lasted much 
longer. 

“I cannot explain how the accident oe 


curred. _The whole matter ts not very clear 
to me. 


From other sources it was learned that 
the Mohegan sank about D® minutes after 
she ran on the rocks. 

The iocal seamen who have been ques 
tioned on the subject. appear to be una.

Hopes are expressed that the number of 
survivors may be increased. 

All the survivors are in a pitiable come 
dition, and some of them have been bad- 
ly injured by the waves and rocks, and 
are suffering ‘from brulses and torn and 
fractured limbs.

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HARROWING SCENES 
ON THE MOHEGAN. 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE ONE.) 


Coveract says he noticed that the Mohe- 
gan was pursuing a dang: rous course. 


Will.am Moore, a seaman of the Mouegan, 
belonging to London, was among the men 
who succeeded in reaching Port Housivck. 
He said the vessel etruck forward on the 
starboard bow and sank head first, her 
stern rising right up in the air. Moore 
sprang overboard and after swimming for 
a considerable time succeeded in reaching 
an empty lifeboat belongtng to the sieamer. 
He got into the boat and started to row 
for the shore. Some time afterwards he 
saw one of hia shipmates, a man named 
Hilson, on a raft. Hi.son was exhausted 
and Moore dragged him into the lifeboat. 
Hilson’s shoulder was badly injured. 

The sea was then running heavily and 
the lifeboat was nearly full of water and 
escapin two or three rocks she was 
smashed to pieces. Moore and H.lson were 
washed ashore. 

A. Grossmith, a _ first-class pesnenper, 
who says he belonged to Guilford, but had 
engaged in farming in the Un.ted States 
for ten years past, is another of the sur- 
vivors. He said: ‘“‘During the panic I 
jumped overboard, swam about an hour 
and reached a rock. I tried to climb on it 
but the waves were too strong. I after- 
wards found a raft with a sail on it. and 
l held up the sail with one arm and floated 
towards the shore.”’ 

Only the s:aokestack and the foremast of 
the Mchegan can be seen above the water. 


SPRANG INTC THE SEA. 

Ernest L. Smith of Oregon eaid: 

“I had just gone to dress for dinner when 
the crash occurred. [ rushed to the cabin 
for a life-belt, and returning climbed up 
the mast before the ship went down. 

‘The Captain and I ran aiong the deck 
together. both springing off at the same 
time into the sre. 

‘“‘As the vessel lurched all the passengers 
were washed over and enveloped in the 
wave. Belnme a strong swimener I forced 
my way through the strugg.ing human be- 
ings in the water, several of whom tried 


raft, but was frequently washed off. Even- } 
tually 1 was dashed against the rocks and 
was washed off once more into the sea, Af- 
ter being in the water three and a half 
hours I was thrown on shore more dead 
than aiive. 

‘The ecreams of the drowning men, WO- 
men and children around me were heart- 
rending. Many were without lfeboats. 1 
tried to help one woman onto my raft, but 
I could not reach her. She drowned before 
mv eves.” 

Mr. Smith spoke in terms of praise of the 
manner in which the officers and crew be- 

aved. 

. Frank Nichlin Steward told the Post-Dis- 
patch ag interesting story of the heroism of 
Miss Noble of Baltimore. 

“T assisted her into the lifeboat. She re- 
fused to enter the boat until others were 
rescued. She was found supporting herself 
on a plank two hours afterwards by the 
¢hore lifeboat. Even then she assisted in 
the work of rescue. The bowman of the 
lifeboat expressed the opinion that she was 
the pluckiest woman he ever saw. 


CLINGING TC THE MAST. 


Ww. J. Bloomingdale of New York was 
one of the few left behind on the sh‘p after 
the first rescue by the lifeboat. It was not 
until 6 o’clock this morning that he came 
in. He said: “I ec:imbed up the maet with 
several of the crew and remained for hours 
until with extreme difficulty I was rescued 
by the lifeboat. The only lady in the rig- 
ging was the eecond stewardess, Mrs. Pig- 
gott, who was similarly rescued after hours 
of exposure.” 

Richard Kelley of New York sald: “I 
was also in the rigging with the seamen 
and was right on top of the mast.” 

The experience of the Pemberton family 
of New York is extraordinary. Mr. and Mrs. 
Pemberton and two young sons were trav- 
eling with a nurse. The entire party were 
saved by the father’s coolness. 

“When the ship’s boat came alongside he 
passed them into the boat without disorder 
and jumped in afterwards. They were all 
taken out by the shore lifeboat. 

Gray, one of the stewards, gives a graph- 
lc account of the disaster. When he reached 
the companionway after the collision the 
chief ste vard told him to get the lifeboats 
for the women. He got out three and met 
a lady and gentleman and a little boy. The 
lady implored him to save her and the 


boy. He was arranging the belt when he 
heard the captain say: ‘This way ladies.’ 
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Soon after the ship gave a lurch and went 
own He saw no more of the boy or 


father or mother.

HIS WORDS IN INDIANA 
MAY HAVE SIGNIFICANCE. 


We Must Not Lose in Making Peace 
What Has Besun Won by Our 
Army and Navy, 

He Says. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—The President of the 
United States arrived in Chicago over the 
Illinols Central to-night at 9:20 and will be 
the central figure in the city’s peace jubilee 
next week.; Although much wearied by his 
long journey over the great West and his 
arduous day at the Transmissiesippi Expo- 
Sition, he sald just before leaWing the train: 

“Throughout the journey I have been 
deeply moved by the patriotism of the peo- 
ple and delighted with the evidences of their 
prosperity.’’ 

Phis is a terse, concise expression of Mr. 

McKinley's impressions of the trip so far 
as it has proceeded. 

After the city limits were reached crowds 
lined the enclosures besides the tracks of 
the Ill:nols Central railroad eager to see 
the presidential. train eweep by. The en- 
thusiasm was unbounded even when the 
President himeelf could not be seen. Mr. 
McKinley left the train at Thirty-ninth 
Street, going directly to the home of Capt. 
lafayette McWilliams, where Mrs.-McKin- 
ley had been entertained since her arrival 
from Canton. The ofther mémbers of the 
official party were taken care of at the 
leading hotels. 

A welcoming committtee of Chicago citi- 
zens made the run in from Kankakee. 
Among the members were Postmaster Gor- 
don, Mayor Harrison, Charles Truax. Dr 
Wm. H. Harper, President of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago; Judge John- Barton Payne, 
Judge Peter 5S. Grosscup and Gen, John Mc- 
Nulta. To each of them the President 
gave a hearty personal greetin«.

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ENCOURAGEMENT FOR AMERICANS 


The report on Chinese trade collected from American con- 
Suls at all the ports of that country indicates a great and 
growing commerce with that part of the world. 

Although Englieh trade in cotton goods has suffered severely 
from the competition of local mills recently established, Amer- 
ica has more than held her own. “American goods,’ it ap- 
pears, “continue to increase in favor, drills showing an im- 
provement of over 300,000 pieces, jeans of over 15,000 pieces 
and sheeting of nearly 170,000 pieces.”” And yet the decrease of 
importation of sheeting from other countries amounts to 500,- 
000 pieces, in the same year, 1897. More remarkable still is the 
falling off in importations from England in four years of cotton 
Grills, which has sunk from 80,000 pieces to 3000. 

Certainly this is encouraging. If the New England mills 
can drive English manufacturers out of China and compete 
with local mills in Canton and Shanghai there need be no fear 
of English competition in the “home market” in the United 
States.

Next Wednesday is the Last Day for 
Filing of State Tickets.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 15.—Secre- 
tary of State Lesueur announces that 
Wednesday, Oct. 19, will be the last day 
on which certificates of saalebation for the 
election of Nov. 8 can be filled. As the 
time is so short, he especially warns in- 
terested persons against erroneous or in- 
sufficient certificates.

DUBOSC ASKS FOR DAMAGES.

Private Roy Olcott is lost in the United 
States Army. 

Living or dead, he cannot be found. His 
disappearance is as complete ae though he 
had never existed. 

Roy Olcott is a son of Mr. and Mrs. C. A. 
Olcot of 1624 East Tenth street, Indianap- 
Olis. Ind., and a brother of Harry T. Olcott 
of Pine Bluff, Ark. 

At the beginning of the war he wae at 
Columbus, Ohio. He was only 16 years old 
then, but he managed to be accepted. Hé 
was assigned to Battery M, Seventh Artil- 
lery and was sent to Fort Meyer, Ga. 

He went with ‘his battery to Ponce, Por- 
to Rico. He was ill with kidney trouble, 
dysentery, pneumonia and malaria, but 
while in this condition he fought valiantly 
in small engagements. 


Aug. 18 he was 17 years old. He was de- 


' tailed early in the morning of that day to 


attend a wawson truin which was going 
ahead of his battery to find a new camp. 
About 10 miles out of Ponce the road and 
hills were so terrible the wagon train 
threw off half their loads and left him 
there to guard them until his battery 
came up. It was expected in about 30 
minutes. He was not given any gun or 
anything to eat at all. His battery had 
an accident, the gun and caisson going 
over a@ precipice and the battery w de- 
jlayed until the next evening, at which 
time it came up and found him atill on 
guard, with no water, food nor gun and the 
enemy all around. 

He did not grumble at the hardships but 
tried to smooth them over to keep his 
folks trom worrying. 

The iast letter rece ved by his family was 
dated Aug. 26, at Ponce. 

Finally he had to go to the hospital. H!s 
parents wrote to Lieut. Benton, who was 
@ cousin of neighbors of theirs in Indian- 
apoiis. He answered that Roy had left 
there about Sept. 10, very sick. On Lieut. 
Benton's recommendation he had been dis- 
charged from the army, but his papers had 
not come there until after he had gone.

A MAN FROM MEXICO. 


C. M. Carrington, scurnalist and Tra- 
der, Here for Business. 


Cc. M. Carrington of the City of Mexico 
is in St. Louis in the capacity of com- 
mercial missionary. 

Mr. Carrington said: ‘The exportations 
of Mexico are about $125,000,000, of which 
$90,000,000 go to the United States. The im- 
ports are about $45,000,000, of which the 
United States sell about $20,000,000. 

“The United States enjoys every advan- 
tage over European countries. Mexico is 


oniy a few days’ travel by land from St. 
Louis. Orders can reach here In that time. 
Consignments which it takes three months 
to obtain from Europe can be obtained in 
three weeks from St. Louis and other parts 
of the United States. 

“Postal rates are the same. A two-cent 
stamp will carry a United States letter to 
any part of Mexico. 

‘The tariff laws are not oppressive, but 
they are peculiar and merchants must fol- 
low implicitly, in shipping, the directions 
of their Mexican customers. For instance, 
if a Mexican dealer were to order a con- 
signment of axes he would direct that the 
blades and the handles be shippe in 
separate boxes. ;That its because the duty 
on axes with handles is higher than on axes 
and handles separately. 

“Mexico is rea.ly a great country. Com- 
perieons made between it and the United 
States usually ignore conditions which go 
far to qualify and excuse the disparity. It 
should not be forgotten that prior to 1876 
the country’s progress was retarded by fre- 
quent revolutions. Since 1876 the country 
has made tremendous strides.

SLIGHTLY YESTERDAY. 


ALL THE CEREALS WENT UP. 


What Took the Lead and Corn and 
Oats Followed—Weekly Review 
of the Various Markets. 


Last week was a bull week all the way 
through, from Saturday to Saturday, about 
the first continuous performance of the 
kind this crop season, which has been es- 
sentially a bear one. 

All grainé show an increase—as to fu- 
tures—for the week and a substantial one, 
even corn and oats which have been so sin- 
gularly steady throughout all kinds of 
news, buliish or bearish. 


The advance in wheat for the week end- 
ing Friday amounted to 2%c for December 
and 2c for May. It has been somewhat a 
surprisce for the bears, who have had the 
beet of the argument ever since wheat was 
up above $1.00 at the end of Leiter's deal. 
From that they got wheat down around 
6c and expected to get it to We and even 
lower. 

From that time on there has been a daily 
struggle between the bulls and bears, and 
until the past week neither side made much 
headway. It was a see-saw market week 
after week. If wheat went up to-day, the 
gain was lost to-morrow. There were Aa 
couple of weeks when prices rose and fell 
alternately every other day. with the regu- 
larity of the swing of a pendulum, and 
there was not half a cent’s difference at the 
end of that time. ’ 

The market has been rather a pecullar 
one throughout the season. The bear raid 
set in before harvest on the strength of the 
June Government crop report making it a 
record breaker. Then came the crop-kill- 
ers, and never were they eo persistent. They 
began on rain and washed out fields and 
rot and rust, passed to drouth, tried a 
whirl at grasshoppers and even early frosts, 
and when the grain was cut they told of 
disappointment in earing which would be 
manifested in the threshing. 

And still the bears, unalarmed _ by all 
these reports, continued calmly to hammer 
wheat right along. 

Then the honest farmer came along as a 
bull ¢actor. In epite of the record-breaking 
crop, no wheat wae being rece‘ved at any 
of the primary points. Long after the time 
when itn previous years the crop was mov- 
ing briskly receipts were not one-half those 
of last year at any point, and espectally 
was this true of the Northwest, where re- 
eeipts were frequently not one-fifth of the 
eame time last year. This went on until! 
the visible was reduced to the lowest point 
on record—less than 6,000,000 bushels. 

And still the bears, confident that the 
farmer would have to turn his wheat loose 
sooner or later cheerfully continued to sell 
it short. 

Then there were cables telling of a big 
shortage-in France, damage bv rainin En- 
gland. and shortage in Argentine and Rus- 
sia. Then as September approached there 
was talk of e great shortage of September 
wheat, and that those who had bought 
could enforce liquidations on their own 
terms. But September came and there was 
not even a mild flurry among the shorts, 
and prices went no higher. The explana- 
tion of this was partly that many Septem- 
ber contracts were transferred to cem- 
her, and that a great deal of profit-taking 
from day to day had been done, and in 
consequence the shortage was never at any 
time so great as was calculated. 


So things went along with the bears 
having\things pretty much their own way. 
until conditions changed: It was shown 
that Purope had plenty of wheat—general- 
ly the best crop in several years. France 
and Italy restored the Import duty, which 
had been suspended, stopping further ship- 
ments to those countries. Canada’s Gov- 
ernment crop report showed an increase of 
several million bushels ever last year, even 
South Australia, which had been a buyer 
of wheat for ten years, would have a eur- 
plus this year. and best of all the farmer 
began to market his wheat. and the visi- 
ble supply bewan to show a fair increase, 

All these should have apparently nerved 
the bears to renewed efforts. but just as 
wheat went steadily down, when nearly all 
the factors seemed to be bullish, so it 
etarted to gouvn when the news—and actual 
facts—appeared bearish. 

It was not until the past week, however, 
that the bulls scored a decided advantace 
in a week of steady advance. On Wednes- 
day it is true there was a decline of %c, 
but a rise of 1 1-l6c the next day more than 
offset it. On Friday there was a narrow 
escape from an even break, but there was 
just the gain of a split at the close. 

The chief factans have been the large 
export demand, and the wey the North- 
west. especially Minneapolis, has disposed 
of all the cash wheat coming its way. On 
days when the rece'pts were largest, cash 
wheat advanced. The mills which were 
closed so long opened with a vim, and the 
millers bought everything in ai . 

The export demand keeps up wonderfully 
well, after a season of depression, last 
week showing 4,729.99 bushels, according 
to Bradstreet’s, although this is not so 
large @s was expected. 

The talk ef total fallure of the wheat 
crop in whole districts of Russia, of a 
threatened famine, and of the Government 
sending out agents to buy and store wheat, 
as Joseph recommended Pharaoh to do, 
comes to us at irregular intervals—the hast 
time being on Friday. In the meantime 
Russian shipments maintain their average, 
some weeks dghowing a considerable in- 
crease, all of which causes the thought- 
ful speculator to look upon these rumors 
as the work of the festive and irrepresa- 
ible crop killer. 

The market continues to be tn a nervous 
condition, highly susceptible to any rumor. 
On Fritay, for instance, when & tooked 
like the bears were to have an inning, the 
news from New York that 148 hlads had 
been worked sent futures up 145 cents 
rom the low point. But when the reliable 
Jaw York houses said that about 50 loads 
would cover the whole thing down went the 
mnarket promptly, but still that was enough 
to keep it a shade higher than Thursday, 
when early on ft had been nearly a full 
cent lower. 

Yesterday, although Liverpool was 1%4 
to 1%4 higher everything was bearish on 
this side, except at New York, where the 
rood export demand kept prices up to Fri- 
fav's, and a shade higher on some points. 
Fietimates that the visible would slow an 
increase of 2.007.000 bushels on Monday, to- 
gether with a decline in the price of cash 
wheat at both Duinth and Minneapolis, 
and a feellne that the bubs had a little 
overdone things in the week were the hear 
factors The decline, however, only amount- 


ed to Me. 


Cash wheat has shown some Iittle tm- 
provement but chie“y on the better grades. 
No 2 red sold at GR qQ week agro. and 
Friday a sack lot sold at 72c but that fs 
hardly a criterion, and ts prohably a cent 
above the market fer car lotsa on track. 
Rut so Nttle contract wheat has been com.- 
ing that it is pretty hard to establish 
a market, 


Corn broke a record by shewing an ad- 
vance tn futures every day fer a week, the 
total being 14.41% for December and 1\4c 
nominally for May, up to Saturday when 
there was a decline of %& Corn has been 
about the steadiest of the cereals and 
neither bulls nor bears have had any 
marked advantage. It was hardly specu- 
lated tm wntil quite recently, when the 
Gangers of damage by frost were passed, 
and even now there is not much specule- 
tive trading, elevator men being the best 
operators, 

Speculators ‘have all along been a@ little 
afraid of corn. The June crop report 
showed a shortage both [n acreage and 
condition from average. The heavy rains 
in May and early in June ctt ahort the 
estimates 1060.00.00 bushels. After that 
there was danger from drought, and still 
later from early frosts 

The visible factors were pretty much al! 
bullish, but on the other hand after tak- 
tne off 100,000.00 bushels from fret esti- 
mates, the crop promises to be nearly ase 
lar@e as last year, there are large stocks 
in private elevators, and the farmers are 
holding in reserve considerable of the ‘Ss 
and ‘S] crops, and some of the "SS is esti!)

Cash corn remains as steady as you 
please. Althou receipts have been light 
compared with last year, the local demand 
has been light also, and the supply has 
been fully equal to it. No. 2 white or 
mixed continues to sell around 3i¢c, as it 
has for some weeks, and at that it is at a 
premium over the October and December 
coetone even after the advance of the 

ee 


Oats shared in the general firmness, and 
while the gain was not so pronounced as 
in corn. yet the December option is 1@l'%sc 
to the good, and May S%@\c. 

The crop news on oats has been bad from 
the first, both as to acreage and condition, 
which accounts for the firmness of this 
cereal. Locally there is practically no 
speculative buying of oats; for daye not a 
trade is made, and there is rarely a quo- 
tation at the opening, and frequently not be- 
fore the daily call. 

As in the case of corn a reason for specu- 
lators being a trifle timid ilies in the fact 
that crop shortage is largely discounted, as 
to prices, by oats being some Sc higher than 
at this time last year, although a few men 
in the pit affirm thetr belief that oats af- 
ford the safest purchase of all the grains. 

Cash oata remain firm and in good de- 
mand, especially good whites and north- 
erns. There has been no change in the 
week. The oat men put prices a little hizh 
on Wednesday. quoting No. 2 white at 26%ec 
and No. 2 mixed at 24c, but none were soid 
at that. For No. 2 white 2%c has been 
about the top and 23%ec for No. 2 mixed, but 
Seed nertuern mixed have brought as high 
as « aC. 

The hay trade has been hurt somewhat 
the past week by a blockade of cars on 
Bast St. Louls tracks, which has prevent- 
ed placing cars on the delivery tracks. 
There are said to be from 75 to 100 cars 
loaded with hay thug blockaded, and as 
these are included in the daily receipts the 
actual receipts of deiiveréd hay are much 
Smalier than the daily manifest would 
make them appear, while there is an un- 
desirable accumulation of stocks which are 
unavailable. Stull the demand has been 
light, and has been met by what hay has 
been delivered. 

Prices have been a little easier, choice 
timothy being quoted at $9, top price, and 
No. 1 at $7@7.50. Choice clover is quoted 
at $9, and prairie, choice, at $7, but in poor 
demand, 


It is evident that flour buyers and whole- 
sale dealers are not stocked up much yet, 
or nour, either, in this or foreign markets, 
and there are indications that buyers are 
beginning to be of the opinion that wheat 
and flour are both about low enough for 
rather freer buying. 

The continued bearing of wheat for so 
long, and the prernium of cash wheat over 
futures, caused buyers to hold off until 
very much later than uswal this year, but 
the advance in futures, while cash wheat 
has not advanced accordingly, has made 
this premium smaller than it has yet been, 
and on the recent upturn of futures trade 
shculd materially increase. 

The Minnesota mills are running full 
time and are behind on orders right along. 
While the local trade is not as ful! as it 
should be at this season, millers report a 
better inquiry, and a fair trade, both do- 
mestic and export. 


PRICES. ON A LEVEL 


LIMITED TRADING IN THE 
STANDARD SHARES ON THE 
STOCK MARKET.

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—The etock markct 
was extremely dull to-day and the price 
changes in the standard shares were linmi- 
ited and without much significance. The 
conspicuous feature of the railway list was 
Southern tallwaey preferred, which  ad- 
vanced on large dealings. The buying of 
the stock was based on. the belléf that the 
January dividend would be declared at a 
higher rate than that of last year. Else- 
where in the railway list the trading was 
in very small volume. Relatively active 
features were the Granger shares, Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit, the Pacific stocks and 
Louisville & Nashville. Sugar Refining and 
American Tobacco were heavily dealt in, 
but even in these cases the fluctuations were 
comparatively narrow. There was no im- 
portant news over night of e financtla) char- 
acter of general or particular financial 
bearing. 

The London quotations for American 
stocks showed continued weakness in that 
market and foreign houses were again sell- 
ers of stocks in this market. 

Suger Refining has been the conspicuous 
feature of the week’s stock market and 
the dealings in that Instance have en 
exceedingly heavy, the amount of stock 
dealt in being in excess of the total com- 
mon stock issue. In view of the excee- 
ing activity of the steck the fluctuations 
a nave ba place have been narrow

equally heavy daily dealings for over a 
month back, and tn the meantime the stock 
has declined to its present level from 145% 
on Sept. 1. In the same interval the pre- 
ferred stock, a Sugar Refining Co., has de- 
clined from 115 to 104%, which " price it 
reached on Tuesday. Since then there has 
been a recovery in the latter issue of 2 
points, a fact of some ssible significance 
to those concerned: The reasons for the 
decline in the sugar refining are, of course 
found in the new competition the com- 
pany is facing, which will be soo@!ncreased 

y the completion and operatfon of the 
Doscher Refinery at Long Island City. The 
product of the other independent and ag- 
gressive refinery—the Arbuckle—is now on 
sale in grocery stores in competition with 
that of the American company. With the 
beginning of the trade war in the refining 
industry prices have already been cut to 
figures which show a bare profit, if any, to 
the refiners, and it is belleved that the con- 
ditions will become worse before they are 
better. It ts a fight between a great cor- 
poratson on the one side and between rich 
and aggressive individuals on the other. 

his war, which might apparently have 
been averted through moderate concessions 
and forbearance, will probabiy run its 
course until the ehareholders of the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Co. call a halt, or until 
the Arbuckle-Doscher interests become 
weary of los.ng money, both with refining 
sugar and at roasting coffee. About that 
time there will doubtlees be rumors in Wall 
street of conferences, deals and agreements, 
which, indeed, are already beginning, and 
there will also doubtless be more stock 
market pyrotechnics tn sugar refining stock. 

Perhaps a basis may be found by which 
the sugar company gives up its coffee 
roasting business in exchange for the Ar- 
buckle refinery, though this settlement 
would Jeave the Doscher Refinery to be 
provided for. The American Sugar Refining 
Co. has In ita treasury $10,000,000 of bonds 
which have never been sold, and which 
furnish a key with which to solve the Ar- 
buckle-Doscher problem. It its commonly 
believed, at any rate, that sooner or later 
the trade war will come to an end. even 
if it is forced by the exhaustion of the 
parties to the contest, great as are their 
resources. A point In this respect ts. how- 
ever, worthy of consideration. namely to 
what extent will the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Co. be better off when the war its over 
than now, or than it was before the war 
began. The purchase of the com reting 
refineries must involve an increase fn the 
American company’s capital'zation. Its 
present plant is adequate to supply the de- 
mands of the trade. It must either close 
the new refineries or some of its older 
plants, and that would mean actua) capita} 
wasted, as the profits of the business are 
now. Morgover, the purchase of the pres- 
ent competing refineries will not prevent 
new refineries from betng bullt when war- 
ranted by tmproved trade conditions In 
short, the conditions tn the sugar refining 
industry growing out of the present trade 
war are extremely serious for al! concerned. 
It might have en averted of at least 
minimized. but such competition as hae 
been incited tn a trade where the profits 
are rreasured tn the fractione of a cent is a 
matter of concern.

The past week in local financial circles 
has been rather quiet, but there has been 
a strong and healthy undertone. While 
clearings have not equaled the first week 
of the month, bankers report business good 
and counter business the first part of the 
week was active. 

Clearances for the week amount te $31,- 
272,170. as compared with $30,895,895 for the 
previous week (five business days), and §29,- 
928,360 for the corresponding week of 1897. 
Money continues in fair demand and rates 
rema.n about the same, 5 per cent for call 
and 6 and 7 per cent for time loans. The 
demand from out-of-town banks eased off 
somewhat the latter part of the week. 

New York and Chicago exchange continue 
ata discount, with sterling exchange firm. 
Bankers report oo very good and a 

lentiful supply of money for legitimate 
Susinese purposes, 

Business with the sub-treasury hae 
quieted down somewhet, but shipments of 
coin to the South and West still continue, 
Treasurer Small reporte the week as with- 
out special incident. Kansas City and Cin- 
cinnati are still being supplied with cur- 
rency, as are @ great many small banks 
throughout the West. 

Bonds and etocks have showed more ac- 
tivity this week and lead ng brokers re- 
porta geod business. Bank and trust stocks 
are strong and active and prices are some- 
what higher. Trading in New York stocks 
has been somewhat restricted, but brokers 
look for better business after election re- 
turne are in. 

While not as active as the previous week 
business of a financial nature is good and 
the outlook is encouraging.

U. S. MERCHANT NAVY 
IS SECOND ON EARTH. 


ss merchant navy of the United States 
ranks second among those of the world. 
Last year there were in commission 3 159 
American vessels of over fifty tons burden, agiinst 
Great Britain's 14,237, Germany's 1623, Norway's 
2.765 and France’s 1,151, these five nations being 
the only ones above the 1,000 mark. 

But this showing is not as flattering as it seems 
to be. One-half of all French vessels and two- 
thirds of those of England and Germany use st am 
af motive power. Of Uni.ed States v stels only 
one-fourth are so equipped. In that respect this 
country ranks with Norway. The following table 
Gives the exact figures:

There has been improvement in this respect tn 
the past ten years. In I887 the number of 
sieam vessels registered in the United States wre 
#2 and of sailing ships 5908, with a total tonnage 
of 3,463,432. While both the number of sail craft 
ami the total tonnage have decreased in the past 
ten years, the number of steam vessels has in- 
creased. When the matter of epeed is taken Into 
consideration, the merchant navy of 1898 is prob- 
ably more efficient than that of a decade aco. 
Taking into account the growth of the country 
and of its commercial demands, however. it is far 
hes efficient than the merchant fleet possessed by 
the United States at the beginning of the Civil 
War, when the documental tonnage was at its 
maximum—5,599,812 tone. ‘ 

The greater part of our merchant navy is em- 
ployed in coast trade and the commerce of the 
(jreat Lakes. The figures on this subject are very 
striking and show that while our salt Water fl et 
bas ecarcely held its own for the past twenty yoars 
years, there has been a great expansion in inter- 
nal commerce, represented by the trade of the 
lakes; that this is in fact the only branch of our 
trade to show an increase.

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CHARACTERISTICS OF 
ALL GREAT DESERTS. 


NLY one degree less incorrect than the idea 
of their submarine origin Is the notion that 
deserts consist of unbroken tracts of san‘. 

It is true that such tracts in certain districts may 

extend on every side as far as the eye can reach 
and «ven much farther, but sooner or later ridges 
and bands of pebbles or of solid rock will be met 
with cropping up among the sand, while frequent- 
ly, as in the Libyan desert, there are mountain 
ranges rising to a height of several thousand feet 
above the level of the plain. And it ts these ex- 
posed rocks which form the source whence the 
sand was and stillis derived. Such mountains nat- 
urally attract what moisture may remain in the 
air, and in their valleys are found a more or less 
luxuriant vegetation. Oases, too, where the soil 
is more or less clayey, occur in most deserts, and 
it is in such spots that animal and vegetable life 
attains the meximum development possible in the 
heart of the desert. : 

In the most arid and typical part of the Libyan 
desert the sand is blown into large dunes, which 
are frequently flat-topped and show hortzontal 
bands of partly consolidated rock, and between 
these are open valleys, partly covered with sand 
and partly strewn with blocks or rock polished 


and scoured by the sand blasts. In such sand 
wastes the traveler may journey for days without 
sceing signs of vegetation or hearing the call of a 
bird or the hum of an insect’s wing. But even in 
many of such districts it Is a mistake to suppose 
that vegetable and animal life is entirely absent 
throughout the year. In the western Sahara, for 
instance, showers generally moisten the ground 
two or three times a year, and after each of these 
a short-lived vegetation springs suddenly up, and 
if no other form of anime! life is observable at 
least a few passing birde may be noticed. 

Among the most important and extensive deserts 
of the world we have first the Great Sahara. with 
an approximate area of 16,000 square miles, nearly 
connected with which is the great desert tract ex- 
tending through Arabia, Syria, Mespotamia and 
Persia. By means of the more or less desert 
tracts of Beluchistan, Sind and Kuch this ara 
leads on to the great Rajpuntana dessert of India. 
More important is the vast Gobi desert of Mongol'a 
and other parts of Central Asia. In Southern 
Africa there is the great Kelahari desert, of which 
more anon. In North America there is a large 
desert tract lying east of the Rocky Mountains 
and including a great part of Sonora. while in the 
southern half of the new world there is the desert 
of Atacama, on the borders of Peru and Chili. 
lastly, the whole of the interior of Australia is 
desert of the most arid and typical description. 

3ut among these there are deserts and deserts. 
Tracts of the typical barren safiiy type are, as 
already said, extensively developed in the Sahara, 
as they arein the Gobi and the Australian deserts. 
Between such and the plains of the African veld 
there is an almost complete transition, so that it 
is sometimes hard to say whether a given tract 
rightly comes under the dé¢signation of a desert 
at all. A case in point is afforded by the South 
African Kalahari. Although there are endless 
rolling dunes of trackless sand and rivers are un- 
known, yet in many places there is extensive 
forest, and after a rain large tracts could scarcely 
be called a desert at all. H. A. Bryden, for in- 
Stance, when describing the Kalahari, writes as 
follows: 

“And yet during the brief weeks of rainfall no 
land can assume a fairer or more tempting aspect. 
The long grasses shoot up green, succulent and 
elbow deep; flowers spangle the veld in every 
direction; the giraffe acacia forests robed in a 
fresh dark green remind one of nothing so much 
as an English deer park; the bushes blossom and 
flourish; the air is full of fragrance and pans of 
water lie on every eide. Another month and all 
is drouth; the pans are dry again and travel is 
full of difficulty.” 


THE MANUFACTURING 
OF VENETIAN GLASS. 


ENETIAN glass owes its extreme thinness 
and lightness to the want of lead in its 
composition. All the ornamental shapes 


were blown and owe their beauty to the skuiful 
manipulation of the worker, whose delicacy of 
touch and artistic taste were often a heritage 
from generations of glass-blowing ancestors, says 
the Woman’s Home Companion. The most priz.d 
of the Venetian productions was the beautiful 
‘‘vitro-di-trina.’ or lace glass, generally known as 
filigree. Of this there are two kinds, the “‘ritorto”’ 
and the ‘‘reticelli.""” The former was the less e'ab- 
orate, and consisted of a s'ngle tube twisted and 
given a spiral direction, the ground of the vessel 
being of a different color. The ‘‘reticelli’ designs 
were varied. Sometimes the twisted tubes wers 
powdered with gold and made vértical, horizontal, 
diagona; or curved; indeed, every variation was 
given that Ingenuity could suggest or fancy de- 
Vise. 

Aventurine glass was invented by the Venetians, 
its secret being discovered by the accidental drop- 
ping of brass or copper filings into a pot of melted 
glass, which resulted in the diffusion of gold 
stecks or threads throughout the mass. Its name 
is said to signify adventure, or resulting from 
chance—a word half Italian, but coined probably 
for the occasion, to denote the peculiar variety. 
Marbled or variegated glass was made to resemble 
cralcedony, jasper, lapis lazuli and tortoise shell. 
There was a kind of green and purple which be- 
came red by the transmission of light. A frosty 
giass which showed an icy coating was made by 
dipping the vessel when half blown in pounded 
glass, the particies of which readily adhered to 
the warm mass, which was reheated and wrougiit 
into shape. Sometimes pounded glass of differrnt 
colors was used with fine effect upon the same 
object. These, with delicately gilded glass and 
some ornarmented with jewel patterns like those 
of Damascus, formed the principal kinds of Ven°e- 
tian glass, which was too thin for engraving 
and could rarely bear enameling. 


INSOMNIA CURED BY 
SIMPLEST OF MEANS. 


T HOSE persons who do not enjoy good, sound

sleep, as a rule, may find the following susg- 


gestions—based on some curious observa- 
tions of a French naturalist—of benefit, and pos- 
sibly a remedy for skeplessness. These sugges- 
tions may be summed Op: To lie with the head 
pointing due west. 

The reason for this has nothing to do with el c- 
tricity in any way, but is a bit of practical advice 
derived from peculiarities noticed in the vegetable 
kingdom, says Whet to Eat. -M. Musset, tha 
naturalist in question, has come to the conclusion 
that the rotation of the earth on its axis has great 
influence upon all vegetation, and in a less degree 
upon animal life. 

The force called centrifugel, generated by the 
earth's rotation, is considerable, but is counter- 
acted by that of gravitation. If the earth turn:d 
17 times as fast as it does this centrifugal force 
would entirely overcome that of gravity and 
would project into space all bodies on the earth. 
The maximum of centrifugal force is at the equa- 
tor, owing to the fact that the circle In which 
the earth turns is ‘#reater there than anywhere 
else.‘ Consequently the force of gravitation !s 
diminished at the equator and a body weighs 
there ebout twenty twenty-firste of what it would 
be at the north pole. 

It has been noticed that 
running from north to south, as most of them .jo, 
incline slightly to the left—or east—bank, this 
being produced by centrifugal force, and the same 
cause accounts for the fact that the Fastern paris 
of the concentric zones of the trunk of a tree ere 
larger than the other parts. This has recently 
been proved by observations made on thousands 
of trees by the French naturalist mentioned, who 
finds that all trees have elliptical trunks and tha’ 
the greatest axis of the ellipse Is always toward 
the East. He argues that centrifugal force affects 
the sap in trees, just as it does water in rivers. 
raking the trecs grow larger toward the east, and 
it is natural to suppose that this force also affects 
the flow of blood in the human frame to a certain 
extent.

Q FOR OTHERS’ WOES. 


PNRY WARD BEECHER said: “Tears are 
often the telescope by which we eee far 
into heaven.”” Examples of great men show 

that it is not considered unmanly to weep when 
there is prover cause. The mejority of those 
whom history records have wept for the woes of 
others, smiling upon their own. 

Mr. Gladstone, during the delivery of one of 
his great orations concerning the Bulgerian 
atrocities, was 6o carried away by his feelings 
that tears coursed down his cheeks, and the flow 
of his eloquence was arrested for a few minutes, 
so that he might recover his composure, according 
to the Londog Mail. The grand old man’s great 
rival, Lord Salisbury, too, had been known to 
“play the woman.” The tragic death of the 
Ear) of Iddesleigh will not easily fade from one’s 
memory. When Lord Salisbury knew that his 
old friend the earl had expired, after ascending 
the stairs at the Foreign Office, he was so over- 
come that fora time he sobbed bitterly. 

Queen Victoria wept when informed that it was 
her destiny to wear a crown and rule a vast 
empire. The incident was seized upon by Mrs. 
Browning for one of her most beautiful poems, 
“She Wept to Wear a Crown,” and Her Majesty 
has ever since been a warm admirer of the writ- 
ings of that poet. Sixty years later, at ths 
jubilee last year, the Queen sobbed before thous- 
ands of her subjects. Another noteble occasion 
was at the funeral of Prince Henry of Batten- 
berg. As the burial service was being recited, 
Britain’s monarch was seen to be crying plt- 
eously. 

When the present Lord Chief Justice 
known to fame as Sir Charles Russell, he 
many occasions, by the stirring force of his elo- 
quence, made judges weep and bathed juries in 
salt tears. He has himself more than once been 
so enthusiastic in his clients’ behalf that the 
floodgates of his eyes have been opened. At the 
historic trial known as the Parnell Commission, 
s0 moved was he during the delivery of his great 
speech in defense of Mr. Parnell that he wept 
for some moments, while many ef the onlookers 
had damp eyelids. 

Prof. Herkomer, R. A., tells in one of his lec- 
tures that his well-known picture “Chelsea Pen- 
sioners in Church’’ was painted against the ad- 
vice of his friends, but he completed it and gent 
it to the Royal Academy. What expectation, 
what anxiety and fears were in that act! How he 
waited! Two letters, respectively from Le'‘ghton 
and Richmond, R. A., brought news that the 
judges on seeing the work clapped their hands. 
Herkomer at the time was at a sick bed, and us 
he read he fell on his knees and wept. 


When Dr. Jamison realized at the battle which 
put the climax to his famous raid that he had 
failed in his mission and was compelled to sur- 
render he burst into tears and cried for sorac 
time Like a child. But it was not through fear 
for his own safety, but owing to the thought that 
his failure might place his countrymen in jeop- 
ardy.

MANY SUICIDES MAY 
BE TRACED TO FOOD. 


[) R. HAIG, an eminent authority on the other

side of the water. is of the opinion that eu:- 

cides may be traced to error in diet, the 
error being the eating of meat, the drinking of 
beer and of tea, and the smoking of tobacco. His 
facts all fall comfortably into their places in sup- 
pert of his hypothesis. Are there not more s!l- 
cides among men than among women, and do not 
men consume more meat, more beer and more 
tchacco than the women? Again, suicide is more 
common in England than in Scotland, not apre- 
rently because the Scotch are a more canny race, 
but because the English eat more meat and drink 
more beer. while the Scotch eat less meat and 
drink whisky instead of berr, says the Hospital. 
After maintaining that suicide was less common 
among the Scotch it was perhaps hardly polite, 
when addressing a Scotch audience, to go on to fay 
that suicide increased with civilization. But the 
fact was explained on the ground of more injuri- 
ous diet, that of civilized man being more produc- 
tive of uric acid and thus of suicide than that 
which prevails where civilization is less advanced 
Urie acid is, in fact, at the bottom of all this, 
and. according to Dr. Haig, the incidence of svul- 
cide tallies with the daily, annual and life flu*t- 
uetions of uric acid in the blood, being common- 
est when uric acid is most abundant, namely, in 
the mornings, in spring and summer. 

We have no doubt that errors of diet are re- 
sponsible for much, and, among other things, for 
a certain number of suicides, nay, we would 
go fyrther and admit that unsuitable diet, (le- 
rangement of the proper relation between nutri- 
tion and waste and the consequent loading of tne 
tissues and the blood with abnormal products of 
metabolism, have much to do with that ill-tem- 
per. and. discontent which lead men to lay their 
hends violently often upon their neighbors and 
sometimes on themselves. Al] this may be taken 
for granted, but it is at present far from proved 
that the peccant material is in all cases the same, 
and still further are we from being agreed that 
uric acid is the origin of the evil. 


COLLEGES FOR WOMEN 
BEING OVERCROWDED. 


2 rapidly increasing demand for the higher 


education for women is something astonisn- 

ing. Thirty years ago only two colleges for 
women existed, Elmira and Vassar, Mt. Holyoke 
being then only @ seminary. Elmira’s first grad- 
uating ciass numbered 17, while Vassar’s could 
only boast four learned young bachelors of art. 
To-day a single class at Vassar numbers over 20 
students, says an exchange, and notwithstanding 
the erection in 1893 of Strong Hall, and in 1897 of 
Raymond Hall, both large dormitories, also the 
additional accommodations provided in the main 
building by the recent going up of Rockefeller 
recitation hall, and the President’s and several! 
professors’ houses, another new dormitory must be 
bullt at once to make room for the candidates 
constantly applying for admission. 

This state of affairs does not exist at Vasser 
alcne. All the women’s colleges are telling the 
same tale. Smith College was founded twenty- 
three years ago, opening with only twelve stu- 
dents. It now enrolls 1000 and is the largest wo- 
men’s college in existence, although its entrance 
requirements are severe, and it has not offered 
any elective inducemente, having adhered 
its regular course requirements. 
It began with one or two buildings. It now num- 
bers twenty-two, with three more about to go 
up. @nd still there is ndt nearly enough dormito- 
ry room for the army of young collegians, and 
more residente halls are to be added. 

Mount Holyoke, which has passed through vari- 
ous educational stages, and now ranks among the 
foremost institutes of learning, rose Like the phe- 
nix from the ashes of its disastrous fire two yeers 
ago. Five new and wonderfully handsome dor- 
mitories bullt last seasen are now occupied, but, 
although no new candidates have been accepted 
since last April, because of lack of spece, these 
buildings are full to overflowing, and two more 
halls could easily have been filed by the necessar- 
ily rejected students. 

Wellesiey, with +) penanes body of undergrad- 
vates and score o ne struct 
all ite girls, many of whom live in the vitnes ana 
walk out to chapel and lectures every day. 
that the five 
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Denbigh and Pembroke, east and west, are over- 
crowded, and two large houses, Dolgelly and 
Cartreff, belonging to the college, have been 
thrown open for the undergraduates, 

And these are only a few of the leading femi- 
nine colleges; the Woman's College of Baltimore, 
the Sophie Newcomb of New Orleans, Wells ‘‘ol- 
lege, which is Mrs. Grover Cleveland's alma ma- 
ter, the Western Reserve and e dozen others, al- 
founded within the past twenty-five years. are 
splendid proofs of the progress and popularity of 
a college course for girls. 

If more evidence is needed turn to the affiliated 
colleges, such as Radcliffe with Harvard and Bar- 
nard with Columbia, where the privileges are iden- 
tical for men and women alike; or to the great 
coeducational universities of the West, where 
Anr Arbor, the Leland Stanford, Jr., Oberlin, the 
University of Chicago, and innumerable others 
swarm with brainy young women. The University 
of Chicago alone has three big dormitories for its 
fair sex, while numbers of it# girls have to room 
in the city. 

So great is the want of more facilities to meet 
the cry for the colleziate education of the gentler 
persuasion that the College Women’s Club of New 
York is about to take up as one of its objects the 
reinstating of Evelyn College,the annex of Prince- 
ton University, which closed its doors a year ag» 
from scarcity of funds, as a large endowment is 
necessary to run any college, the tultion fees 
never being sufficient to cover annual expenses, 
The three first steps taken will be the erection of 
an administration building, then a dormitory and 
the providing of a permanent endowment. 


SCIENTIFIC POINTS 
BY_ SCIENTIFIC MEN. 


, | HE age of steel, according to Gustav Linden- 


thal, is to be glorious but ehort, probably 

the shortest in the history of the human 
race—short, at least, compared with the age of 
the Egyptian pyramids. The expectation of new 
ways Of making iron and steel with little or no 
fuel cannot be realized. Our coal fields must :in- 
evitably be exhausted in a comparatively short 
period—variously estimated at four hundred to fif- 
teen hundred years for Europe and America, lht- 
tle being Known of the flelds of Africa and Auvae- 
tralia. The use of fron and steel on a large scale 
must then cease. Power for mechanical) purposes 
may be obtained from the wind, tides, waterfalls 
and the sun’s heat, but mineral fuel is the only 
grgat source of power that can be used also for 
reducing iron ores. When this is gone, moreover, 
there can be no great development of power of 
any kind, as great machinery without iron and 
steel is impossible. 

Incandescent lamps for special purposes are 
made as small as one-sixth of an inch In diameter. 

A whale’s weight has been «stimated by Niis- 
son at one hundred tons, equal to that of thirty- 
six elephants. 

Salt made from aquatic plants and ufed by na- 
tives of the Congo State has been found by M. 
Leon Fredericq to cons'st of chloride and sulphate 
of potassium. This is taken as disproving Burge’s 
idea that we use salt—or chloride of sodium-—-to 
counteract the effects of the potassium salts of 
vegetables, and as indicating that salt ie taken 
With food for its flavor, it being without special 
action. 

The production of acetylene from calcium car- 
bide is controlled by two French physicists, 
Messrs. Letang and Serpollet, by steeping the car- 
bide in a hot concentrated solution of glucose. 
When the prepared carbide, after drying, is im- 
mersed in twice its weight of water, acetylene is 
given off in the usual way, and at tae same time 
a sucrate of lime is formed. This causes the gas 
te be given off with great uniformity, stopping al- 
most immediately on withdrawing the water. 

Varying results were reported from a late test 
with Roentgen rays of 240 patients in a Paris in- 
stitution for’'the blind. Nothing of the three kinds 
o” electro-luminous rays was perceived by the 
totally blind, the cathode and fluorescent rays 
were distinguished by those having a vague idea 
ot light and clearly seen by others with better ver- 
ion, while others perceived one kind of rays only— 
the cathode or the fluorescent. The retina in some 
persons seemed acted on like a photographic 
plate. 

A miniature forest of slender crystals, shooting 
up at a rate plainly perceptible, is the curigus 
result of a slow combustion of aluminium noted 
by M. C. Margpt of the University of Geneva. 
well sandpapered metal plate is simply rubbed 
with a mercury amalgam. The extraordinary el- 
florescence soon appears, and reaches a height of 
nearly half aninch within half an hour, the alum- 
inum becoming perceptibly warmer. The phe- 
nomenon ceases on applying sufficient heat to 
volatize the mercury. The effect is thought 
to be simple oxidation, the mercury  hav- 
ing a catalytic action, and probably disintegrat- 
ing the aluminum so that it oxidizes more readily. 
The experiment is more uncertain with a globule 
of mercury on account of the difficulty of pulver- 
izing this and bringing it into contact with the 
aluminum. 

Although a new mechanical motion has become 
a very improbable kind of novelty, an Englisn 
inventor’s variable speed bevel gear, an elliptical 
bevel wheel driving a conical wheel or vice vers, 
appears to differ from anything hitherto attempt- 
ed. The shape of the pinion is the chief peculiari- 
ty. On one side the teeth are carried further 
toward the Intersecting point of the’ two cones, the 
extending teeth gearing with the teeth on the 
short radius of the elliptical wheel. While the 
small wheel makes two revolutions for each turn 
of the large shaft. one of the wheels must run at 
a variable speed. Credit for this device is due to 
bicycle, the inventor's aim being to cause the 
crank to revolve more quickly when near the cen- 
ter and more slowly when in the best position for 
the rider to drive it. 


MOTOR VEHICLES IN 
A HUNDRED DESIGNS. 


RECENT parade of about 100 motor cars tn 
London exhibited al] the latest and best 4e- 
vices in the line of horsekes Vehicles, an 
many new designs brought over from the conti- 
nent were seen for the first time on English roads. 
Lighter modes of construction were especially 
noticeable, and some of the turnouts stand com- 
parison with first-class victorias and broughama. 
One car in particular, which has earned for itself 
the sobriquet of the “‘drunkard’s car,” by reason 
of its adaptation for alcoholists, attracted no lit- 
tle attention. It is steered by a bath chair handle, 
which is kept slightly pressed down when run- 
ning, but if the preesure is relieved or the handle 
turned in wide and eratic fashion, it runs off the 
pressing pin, and the motor automatically stops. 
The motor bicycle was also represented in the 
precession—a neat little machine hardly distin- 
guishable from the safety bileycle, except by the 
addition of a tiny petroleum engine attached to 
the handle bars, which is joined up by an endless 
hand to the front wheel, so that it is both a front 
driver and steerer. In ordinary use the pedals 
can be used as boot rests, but the petroleum can 
be switched off and the machine driven by pedals 
and chain the ordinary way at the rider's pltaa- 
ure, and the motive power restored when a steep 
has to be overcome. Complete, thie motor b'cycle 
weighs about sixty-five pounds,

The Russian physicians who compiled these eta- 
tistics attribute the great number of blind per- 
sons In Russia to the bad hygienic etate of peas- 
ant life, to the Intense cold and to the glare of 
the sun on the snow, to which the Russtan rustic 
is so constantly subjecte@.

It was at first performed before the house of any 
person of advanced age who married a second 
time.—Webster’s International Dictionary. 


HARIVARI is an anglicized French 
word. To charivari is a custom 
practiced extensively by the GerMan- 
American population of South St. Louis 
and to some extent in all parts of the city. 
Capt. Wm. Young of the Third Police’ 
District is an authority on the discordant 
serenade. The captain’s territory encom- 
passes a section wherein the charvari is an 
institution firmly established. 

“The one way to prevent a charivari is to 
have a policeman on the ground before- 
hand,’’ said Capt. Young. ‘*This precaution 
has been taken in my district with the de- 
sired result. 

“Failing to do this the victim cannot but 
submit to the overture. When a charivari 
has started there is but one way to stop it 
—buy beer. 

“The custom has been in vogue down 
here as long as I can remember. They do 
not charivari the parties to an ordinary 
marriage. There must be something to ex- 
cite unusual comment or disapproval, such 
as the marriage of a young man to an old 
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woman or vice versa; or a second mar- 
riage shortly after the death of husband or 
wife. 

“Whatever the justification for it the 
charivari is a thing to be dreaded by the 
recipients and stopped at any cost. 

“The favorite instruments in South St. 
Louls are cow-bells and tin pans. A thing 
particularly prized is a coffee pot or other 
tin vessel of similar seize and shape in which 
a number of small stones are vigorously 
Shaken with an appalling effect. 

“The greater the party the more success- 
ful isthe charivari. It usually begins about 
the time the formal festivities are opened 
inside. 2 


“A charivari is indeed harrowing to the 
poor bride and groom. Imagine a festive ol4 
party wedded by good fortune and a few 
brick houses to a buxom blushing Jassie, 
and the feast in progress. 

“It is a neteworthy fact that there alwayvea 
is a feast at the kind of weddings that pro- 
voke a charivari. Instead of slipping off 


quietly and getting married they insist upon 
publishing the interesting fact to all the 
th, . reste 
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community, and inviting all the relativeg 
and friends of both houses to the celebra¢ 
tion.

“Some one who has been there before 
manages to make the others heer that it is 
a charivari. Then the bride runa crying up- 
stairs and the groom hastens outside, 

“Shouts of ‘beer,’ ‘beer’ take the place of 
the tin pan racket when the besieged ap- 
pears.

THE UMBRELLA DISEASE. 


ILLIAM MICHAPL’S habit of carrying an 
W umbrella cost him anarm. He returned 

to his home in Parker, Pa., last week, 
after several months In a New York hosp-tal. Mr. 
Michaels formed the habit of carrying an um- 
brella at all times and places. For many years 
he has continued this practice, using the umbrella 
aS a walking stick. The constant pressure of a 
portion of the handle upon the ball of tthe thumb 
finally causel a diseased condition, but rarely 
found or recognized by the medical] profession. 
The disease began with a sl'ght but continuous 
pain in the hand, which gradually increased in 
intensity until it became almost unbearable. Soon 
the muscles of the ball of the thumb began to 
contract and harden, apparently to grow fast to 
tae bone. Parker physicians were unable to give 
relief or to discover the nature or cause of 
tne disease. Finally it became evident that a 
process of ossification was going on, and that 
the hand was Blhowly turning into bone. 

It was not until the fingers had become hard 
and rigid, and until the disease had paralyzed the 
wrist and showed signs of procress almost to the 
elbow, that Mr. Michaels awoke to the neces- 
sity of seeking relief among Pastern physicians 
Hie then went to New York City, where he was 
treated for several months without 
was finally io resort to amputation to 
prevent the process of oss'fication from extending 
to the body, and thus in time reaching the vital 
organs, when death would result. 

Hts arm was amputated at the elbow. 
disease had not yet extended that far.

BAD SMELLS MAY BE HEALTHFUL. 


R. H. C. FAIRBROTHER of East St. Lou's: 
[) “There are some mistaken impressions 
concerning sanitary matters in this section 
that should not go unnoticed. During the over- 
flow about East St. Louis in 1892 the general im- 
pression, especially of the ‘outside world,’ was 
that nothing but ill health would follow—that 
malariae and typhoid fever would hold high car- 
nival, and that few would be left to tell the tale. 
But the result was just the opposite. There never 
was such a healthy season before. Malaria and 
typhoid seemed to have gone along with McGinty 
to the bottom of the sea. 

‘The ideas about bottom lands being more un- 
healthy than the uplands are fallacious, Another 
false impression frequently prevalent is that con- 
cerning the unhealthy effects of such factories as 
rendering works or bone fertilizers. These impres- 
sions are produced wholly by the bad odors some- 
times emitted from such establishments, and not 
from a knowledge of facts. A bad odor is mis- 
taken for a signal of danger, forgetting the odor 
of some of our best medicines, such as iodoform 
and sulphur. I had so often heard these asser- 
tions thata few years ago I made some special 
investigations concerning the health of the em- 
ployes of these bad-smelling factories, and «an 
safely say that if it differed at all it was above 
the average, the men stating that both they and 
their families had become so accustomed to the 
odors as to no longer notice them. Their almost 
invariable statement would be that their health 
«vas better than it had been in some other pre- 
vious occupation.”

In nasal catarrh (provided there is no 


sinus complication) a perceptible decrease 
of the secretion will speedily follow the

The hypertrophied tonsil frequently re- 


sages, do not, during sleep, respire through 
the nose. In. most cases a discontinuation 
of nasal respiration is an enforced-alterna- 
tive, there being present some form of ob- 
etruction. It may be due to a habit of 
breathing, resulting from some _ former 
temporary encroachment on the air pas- 
sages of the nose and pharynx. On the 
other hand such obstructions often ap- 
pear as the results of the non-use of the 
nose in respiration.”’ 


The accompanying illustrations show a 
bridie which, from successful experience. 
is offered as a corrective of the above- 
mentioned injurious habit. 


This device is made of four strips of cot- 
ton webbing, one inch wide, and commer- 
cially known as “‘stay binding.”’ It has but 
one fastening, which may be a button, a 
safety pin, a buckle or a knot. The bridle

TYPHOID FROM IMPURE WATER 


YPHOID FBVER Its essentially a winter dis- 
ease in St. Louis, and it is one of the most 
dangerous that physicians @re called upon to 


treat. The disease must run the 
cr'sis is never reached until the twenty-first day. 
It {s a slow and tedious fever, even when had in 
its mildest form, and it is terrible when the case 
is acute. 

Dr. Samuel A. Peake says that 
is the cause of more cases of typhoid fever than 
all other causes combined. 

“The typhus baccilli is in the water, and no 
amount of filtering will destroy “ Dr. 
Peake. “No matter how clear and sparkling the 
water may appear, it may be filled with the dread- 
ed germs. Even in the coldest weather the dan- 
ger from impure water is not removed. 

“Freezing has no effect on the typhoid germs. 
They may be frozen in a solid cake of ice, and 
when the ice melts the germ Is as much alive and 
as dangerous as ever. 

‘There is only one way way absolutely to kill 
the typhoid germ in water. That is to boll ir. 
Then the water is pure and may be taken in 
eafety. If a family bolls all the drinking water 
that is used it mey be set down as a sure thing 
that no case of typhoid fever will appear in that 
house. 

“The worst epidemic that ever raged in 
United States was in Philadelphia a number of 
years ago, when typhoid fever was rampaiit. 
Hundreds of people died from it. It was after- 
wards ascertained that the dlsease resulted dl- 


rectly from an impure water supply.” 
[ ) avenue says: “Malaria is needlessly preva- 
lent in St. Louls now. The summer was 
unusually damp and an abundance of malar.a 
has followed in its wake. I notice that half cf 
the people who @re ailing have some form of 
malaria. Yet this is one of the easiest of all d.s- 
eases to avoid. The means of prevention Is an 
old and easy ore, but people seem never to think 
of it until malaria has them fast in its power. 
“At such e season as this there is necessarily 
much water everywhere, and it is almost without 
exception unhealthful water. The prudent mother 
and housewife who is observant of these 'hings 
and mindful of remedies is not bothered with 
malaria in her home. She simply boils ail the 
water used in the house. Of course there is 
malaria in much else beside water, but the most 
of it is there.”

has been invented by a Frenchman 
named Dion, and is said to have 
produced wonderfu] nesults, 

It is particularly valuable in treating 
myopia, or short sight, a disease for which 
no remedy had been found hitherto, ex- 
cept the wearing of glasses. It has been 
used by M. Landolt and other well-known 
French oculists, who believe that it will 
prove of the greatest benefit to people with 
weak eyes. 

The instrument consists principally of 
two tubes, which can be fixed at various 
distances from one another, according to 
the position of the pathent’s eyes. These 
tubes have at the end two polished glasses, 
which are pressed on the eyelids when the 
operator touches a button which controls 
the two tubes. He can keep exact account 
of the pressure exercised by means of @ 
dynamometer placed above the button. 

The instrument is very simple. It is ad- 
justed to the eye on the closed eyelids at 
the exact point where the massage is re- 
quired. This is a matter to be determined 
by the oculist. The pressure can be cal-

affections of the eye. In this disease the 
eye is deformed in such a manner that 
the rays coming from objects after having 
passed through the cornea and the crystal- 
line lens form their image too far in front 
of the retina and do not influence the optic 
nerve sufficiently to produce a clear im- 
pression. Myopic persons can, therefore, 
only see at extremely short distances, be- 
cause of the immovability or hardening 
of the nerves which should adjust the eye 
to various distances. There are sceveral 
classes of myopic persons. Some have the 
cornea and crystalline lens too far from 
the retina, and may be recognized by their 
protruding eyes. This is called axillary 
myopia. In others the crystalline lens has 
too great a refractive power-and forms a 
convex lens,

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IDENTIFICATION BY THE TEETH.

HE identification of the dead by the teeth Is 
A rapidly being recognized as worthy of the 
deepest consideration. The identification of 
the dead has long been of too great uncertainty. 
Many persons are always on hand who will “‘pos- 
itively identify’’ every corpse that is laid out to 
the morbid gaze of the public, and they insist pos- 
itively they cannot be mistaken; abandoning their 
statements with reluctance even when confronted 
with incontrovertible evidence of their error. The 
recent horrible mistake of the poor Middleboro 
father, who claimed and carried to his home the 
dismembered body found in Bridgeport, only to 
meet his daughter alive at the threshold of his 
home, emphasizes the fact that we require some 
more certain proofs of identity than are the pres- 
ent haphazard guesses of those who view the un- 


known corpses. The following from Dr, Otto- 
lengin explains how the mistake was made at 
Bridgeport: 

“This Bridgeport case is of interest to us be- 
cause at the very outset the authorities declared 
that identification might be expected from the 
teeth, and because, through careless methods, it 
was a dentist whose evidence was finally permit- 
ted to establish ea false identification, with the re- 
sult of untold suffering to the father. 

“As Many may not be familiar with the history 
of the case, a few brief details may be narrated: 
A female body was found in @e pond near Bridge- 
port, severed into seven parts. The police at once 
noticed that certain teeth were conspicuously 
filled with gold, and that two teeth had recently 
been extracted. The Bridgeport dentists examined 
the head and declared they did not recognigze it or 
the dental work. One important fact wes fairly 
established by this. The woman was probably 
not a resident of Bridgeport. A farmer living at 
Middleboro visited the Morgue and identified the 
body as that of his missing daughter. To make 
this certain the dentist in Middleboro was called 
to the telephone, and through thet fnstrument 
he described from his charts the fillings which 
he had inserted for the girl. His description was 
verified by the Coroner or one of his aids—but 
not by a dentist—and on this telephone dental 
verification the body was delivered to the Middle- 
boro man, who took it with him to his home, 
where he found his daughter alive. 

“Had the Middleboro dentist visited Bridgeport 
and himself compared the mouth with his chart, 
and himself examined the mouth and work, he 
must have been able to declare that the identifica- 
tion was wrong. No two mouths are alike, and no 
two men's work identical, though two persons 
may heave the same fillings, especially if they are 
few, as in this case. 

“The proper method when seeking to establish 
the identity of the unknown dead would pe to 
engage a dentist competent to note peculiarities, 
and to have him prepare for publication in the 
newspapers a proper description of the mouth end 
also a chart of the teeth. This the papers throuch- 
out the country would willingly publish, and, 
meeting the eye of persons seeking missing rela- 
tives, it would be easy to visit family dentists ana 
have the newspaper charts compared with the 
dentist’s records. ‘ 

“after the awful catastrophe at Paris last year, 
when so many prominent persons were burned in 
the fire at the Charity Bazaar, many ladies were 
unrecognizabie. M. Albert Hans, the Consul from 
Paraguay, suggested @ committee to examine the 
teeth. and the idea was adopted. The committee 
included MM. Burt, Barnet, Davenport, Duemour- 
meau, Godon and others. Dr. Davenport personaliy 
identified the remains of the Duchess d’ Alencon, 
setting aside a body at first supposed to be hers, 
hecause teeth were present which his records 
showed to have been absent from the mouth of the 
Duchess. and after examining several bodies he 
found one in which he recogn'sed his own work. 
Other bodies were identified by similar means.”

ASTICATION ts rapidly becoming a low 
art, and elthough we have become hard- 
ened to the fact thaf three-fourths of the 
dyspepsia is due to this cause, it might surprise 
apme of us to know that the early decay of the 
teeth and diseases of the gums are occasioned by 


this same lack of maxillary exercise. A disease ~ 


of the gums, called Rigg’s disease, which is every 
day becoming more common, is caused almost en- 
tirely by the want of proper mastication. Twen- 
ty-five years ago this trouble was not considered 
of any importance by the dentist on account of 
its rare occurrence, To-day it is giving more care 
than the decay of the teeth, as he is frequently 
consulted by patients who have a full set of nat- 
ural teeth which are quite loose tn the jaw. Aside 
from this they are sound and healthy, and after 
a certain development in the disease nothing can 
be done to help them. By lack of exercise the 
bleod which should nourish both the bones and the 
gums t{s not carried to the part: nor the blood 
carry sufficient material to the teeth, hence the 
enamel formed is defective and early decay re- 
sults. Frequently, too, the mechanical develop- 
ment of the jaw is arrested by this same want of 
motion. 

Among the earlier races defects of the. jaw and 
teeth were almost unknown. In examining the 
skulls of thousands of Indiana, early Britons end 
Chinese, not a single irregularity of the jaw is 
found, and the teeth that are: prewent are sound 
and well formed. The food which they lived 
upon, such as roots, herbs, corn end uncooked 
meats, required a good deal of chewing in order 
to prepare it for the changes to follow, and as 
a result the muscles of the jaw were dense andl 
hard, the bones well developed and compact, the 
teeth large, regular and firm. Most of the food 
among the better class of people to-day is cooked 
so as to require very little mhstication, and the 
consequence is that the muscles have become 
flabby, the jawa slender, and the processes for the 
attachment of the muscles almost obliterated,

the attendance at the large churches was 
much less than the membership of the 
churches. For instance, the membership 
of the Third Baptist was 880, the attend- 
ance about 500. There were also other 
smaller bodies, as the Evangelical Eng- 


lish Lutherans, and also an estimate of 
8000 German Lutherans. 

Although every colored man and wo- 
man is supposed to be a member of the 
Methodist or Baptist Churches, yet out 
of the, perhaps, 40,000 or 50,000 colored 


people in St. Louis.few can be counted 
as helpers in ethical Christianity. 

The Roman Catholics differed widely. 
Father Phelan thought that not over 
50,000 attended church on an ordinary 
Sunday. Chancellor Fitzpatrick thought 
90,000 attended. 

The Jews had about 10,000 who regular- 
ly attended service. In all there were 
about 100,000 people supposed to attend 
divine services on the Sabbath day. 

It is an unpleasant truth that in five 
years these figures have not been ma- 
terially altered—that Christianity has 
made no headway that is apparent in 
the enrollment at the Sunday school and 
the church. I know tat there is much 
in Christianity that is good and cannot 
be told in figures, but I cannot forget 
that in the numerical strength of the 
congregation is the support and mainte- 
nance of the church, and that in the 
church is the hope of Christ's people. 

In the most densely populatéd portion 
of St. Louis, between the river and Chou- 
teau and Cass avenues, there are 150,000 
people and 12 Protestant churches and 
missions, an average of 12,500 people in 
the congregation of each church and 
mission, if every one there attended 
service. As a matter of fact the churches 
in this district will not average a mern- 
bership of more than 126. 

It seems that in St. Louis the church 
is chasing the millionaire. It has followed 
him into the West End, and is still fol- 
lowing him there, In this sparsely-inhab- 
ited end of the city there is a church up- 
on almost every corner, while down in 
the populous part of town, where is the 
greatest field of the church, but a few 
churches remain. Christianity cannot 
advanee in St. Louls until we get strong 
men to work in this abandoned fleld to 
retrieve what we have lost. 

The chief cause of religious stagnation 
witheut them is worldliness.

On Sept. 15, 1812, Commodore William 
Bainbridge hoisted his pennant on board 
the Constitution, having received orders to 
take her with the frigate Essex, Capt. Da- 
vid Porter, and the sloop Hornet, Capt. 
James Lawrence, on a cruise against Brit- 
ish commerce in the East Indies. The Es- 
sex, having failed to come in time, the 
Constitution and the Hornet proceeded to 
the coast of Brazil, and on arriving off 
Bahia (then called San Salvador) found a 
fine British sloop of war at anchor in the 
harbor. 

For several days the Yankee cruised off 
this harbor, vainly striving to coax: fhe 
Pngiishman to come out and meet the 
Hornet, and while awaiting the issue of 
this correspondence Commodore Bainbridge 
had a dream that, because of the clearnes® 
of its procession of events, made a very 
great impression upon him—so great: in 
fact, that he related it to some of the of- 
ficers associated with him, and also noted 
it in hie diary. 

This was not an ordinary vague vision; 
it was a dream in which he plainly saw a 
frigate come down the wind in chase of 
the Constitution, saw her strive to gain a 
raking position and fall; saw in detail «a 
battle that ensued, and then, having whip- 
ped ther, he saw a boat coming from 
her to bring ther officers as prisoners to 
the Constitution. As this boat drew near 
he noted the individuals in the stern par- 
ticularly, and was surprised, to see sitting 
where he had expected the captain of the 
défeated ship a man who had notable fea- 
tures, and was dressed in the untform ofa 
British General.

A Prevision of Death. 

OHN R. SPEEPRS, the well known 
newspaper correspondent, relates the 
following story of a remarkable and 

dream of Commodore 


was expected to arrive off Cape 
Frio on that day, Bainbridge felt obliged 
to leave the Hornet to blockade Bahia, 
while he went down to the cape in 
Constitution to look for Porter. 

It was early on the morning of Tuesday, 
Dec. 29. 1815, that the Constitution sailed 
away on this mission, but before she was 
out of sight of Bahia the lookout hailed 
the deck to say that two sails were seen 
well up to windward, and bound, appar- 
ently, for the port the Constitution was 
leaving. 

That was right interesting news. A 
couple of British frigates might be com- 
ing, but the Commodore was the kind of 
man who would stand by until he learned 
all about it. 

It was 9 o’clock that the sails were re- 
ported. At 10 one of them headed for port 
while the other came down the wind for 
a look at the Constitution. 

As was learned later, the bold stranger 
was the Java, Capt. Lambert, fresh from 
port, full manned, and with 100 able super- 
numeraries on board, At 1:50 o'clock, be- 
ing then half a mile away and to wind- 
ward, the bold Briton thought to run down 
and rake the Constitution. It was a trick

“that might have worked with a French- 


man, but not with a Yankee, and when the 
maneuver had been met, Bainbridge open- 
ed the battle with a single gun, and a 
‘general action with round and grape then 
commenced.” 

Bainbridge was pacing the quarter-deck, 
but after a time a musket ball lodged in 
his hip and sent him to lean for support 
on the frame of the steering wheel. Then 
a round shot knocked the wheel to splin- 
ters and drove a copper bolt into his thigh. 
Still he remained on deck, going, now, to 
the taffrail, for support. 

And there he stood as his men shot away 
the headgear of the enemy. Her foremast 
went next, and then her maintopmast. She 
was all but helpless now, and a little later 
—it was 3:5 o’clock—the mizzenmast sway- 
ed for an instant to the lee roll of the 
ship, and then with a swish and crash 
over it went. 

The firing ceased. A ellence that was 
broken only by the wails and shrieks of 
the wounded took the place of the roar of 
battle. The towering cloud of smoke 
thinned and floated away down the wind, 
revealing the Java as a worthless hulk, 
rolling to the long swell of the Southern 
trades. 

A boat—"‘one of the only two remaining’ 
~—Was sent over to the wreck, and when it 
came back it was »oaded with officers in 
gorgeous uniforms from the beaten ship. 
Commander Bainbridge, still leaning on the 
rail, watched her silently as she came 
wobbling over the seas, until his eyes fell 
on the commanding figure of a man seated 
to face the Constitution. Then, grasping 
the arm of a lMeutenant who stood by his 
side, the Commodore pointed to the officer 
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and said excitedly: 
Il saw in my 


in the coming boat, 
“That is the identical officer 
dream.”’ 

Nor was that all, for as the Commodore 
recalled the whole matter the details of the 
battle as he dreamed of it corresponded ex- 
actly with those of the real battle. 

As the reader wil remember, the officer 
pointed out by Commodore Bainbridge was 
Lieut. Thomas Hislop, who had been ap- 
pointed Governor of Bombay and was be- 
ing conveyed to his post by the Java.

humor flashed out. The public would have 
liked to have had tie play all by-play. It 
felt that he wag wasting his talents and 
their time on heroics. 

Anybody can play heroics. They play 
i themselves. Any good-look!ng, fairly trained 
actor could play Nathan Hale aimost 45 
effectively as Mr. Goodwin. I can count a 
dozen. But not one of that dozen can play 
what Mr. Goodviin can play. He has no 
rival in his own field. 

I remember ra narking that Mr. 
Goodwin's legs furbade this playing heroics. 
No reflection was intended on his legs. It 
was a complimern:to Mr. Goodwin. HiIs legs 
are humorous. Tey laugh. I meant to say 
that “Ar. Goodwi \'s personality is fitted for 
humorous comed, in its good sense. He ia 
built for comedy. By comedy I do not mean 
farce comedy and comedy, but 
pure come dy, the development of humorous 
and pathetic character. 

He cun ¢o other thines. No one denies it. 
Hisart and his versatility are admitted. But 
comedy his line. Hie has a genius for 
comedy. It is a gift of the gods. 

When the public that it 
ece him in comedy it recognizes 
gift. It pays him the bighest 
~liment. 

It asks him to abandon @ field where there 
ere others for a tield where he is without @ 
rival. 

The highest as well as the most delicht- 
ful art of the stage is found in pure com- 
edy. It is a rich field, It requires the 
rarest gifts the actor. A comedian is 
born, not made. tie is a divine favor. 

Why does Mr. Goodwin fritter away his 
genius and vex the public with common- 
place melodrama merely to emphasize an 
admitted versatility, when he might utilize 
his genius, please the public and prove his 
superiority in a delightful fleld of art? 

Itis a pity he does not see the worth of 
comedy true mirror of life and hu- 
man nature, It is a pity he not 
realize his gifts. Therein les popularity 
and enduring JINGLE. 
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HE vitality of Shakspeare’s plays is 
again the subject of controversy In 
the Mast and several newspapers are 

fravely and seriously discussing the ques- 
tion as to whither Shakspeare’s plays will 
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survive. There is much that is foolish in 
all the fine-edged arguments advanced, and 
there is much reason. . 

St. Louis has not gone into any debates 
on the subject at all. It has simply put a 
Shakspeare play on the stage and the peo- 
ple have flocked to see it and show their 
enjoyment of it. 

The play with which the experiment was 
made ““Richard III." There was not a 
great actor in the cast, but all of them 
were good. The play was played in the 
Imperial, a popular-priced house, with spe- 
cial scenery, Was well costumed and inte!- 
ligently arranged. It was a complete suc- 
cess from a box-office standpoint and 
from the side of the audience the most in- 
tense interest was manifested through the 
Several acts of the performance. 

Shakspeare, if decently and respectfully 
treated, is always well received, and, as 
has been demonstrated in this case, all 
that is required is some slight regard for 
the proper selection of actors, costumes 
and scenery—the play does the rest. 
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The talk about new vaudeville theaters in 
St. Louis has abated in some degree in 
the past week and Col. John D. Hopkins is 
for the time being quiet about leases and 
new sites. The only sign of life that has 
turned up is the statement made by ‘Tony’ 
Stuever that he is going to price the World 
Building at the Omaha Exposition with a 
view to moving it bodily to Forest Park 
Highlands and using it for a cover for his 
summer garden. Mr. Stuever is now in 
Omaha and says he is not joking. The 
vaudeville business in St. Louis is the most 
eensitive of all the theatrical branches and 
the vaudeville public the most fickle. Both 
the vaudeville houses, the Grand Opeta and 
the Columbia, have suffered from it in the 
past week. They have both had acts that 
the patrons have decided are slow and tire- 
some. Business has fallen off accordingly. 

The managers are beginning to realize 
that for vaudeville to succeed it has to be 
all bright and good and that bad ‘‘fillers’’ 
will not be tolerated by the audiences. 
The “re-engaged” for another week gag is 
not going to improve the business much, 
either. 


Cyrano de Bergerac seems to have cre- 
ated a sort of cyclone in the theatrical 
world and new companies to play various 
versions of it are being talked of on every 
side. Almost every manager in the coun- 
try lays claim to a good version in verse 
or in prose and the farce comedy people 
are constructing all sorts of take-offs on it. 

Mansfield 's making a succeas with it and 
is being criticised rather harshly not for the 
play, but for his own presentation of the 
character. 

The critics have discovered the fact that 
Mr. Mansfield lacka warmi6h and soft, lov- 
able traits that would make the part of the 
self-sacrificing Cyrano so0 much more 
charming. They have discovered that 
Mansfield’s art's in the main acquired and 
studied, not spontaneous as the part re- 
quires. Comparisons are made and many 
other actors suggested who could put more 
human interest into the part. 
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It is generally admitted that it is a great 
play and that even lacking the talents 
Mansfield fails to give it will be popular and 
successful.

It is too well known that many men can 
never originate a project of any kind, but 
simply live by the work of others and take 
advantage of what others have labored and 
studied for years to bring forth. Th's 
exemplified every day by those who infringe 
upon patents and it is exemplified by the 
recent race meet. Tim Hurst would never 
in the world have thought of bringing the 
crack riders of the country to this city had 
not W. P. Laing laid all the plans 
and arranged all the details. Hurst reaped 
what Laing sowed; he played a pretty game 
of grab. 

Now such instances not only hurt the 
eport and weaken the confidence of the 
public in cycle racing, but it is a two-edecd 
sword and will, in time, cut back on the 
racing men and the grabbers themselves. 
Promoters will not give meets when they 
are liable to lose all at the last minute and 
without meets what will the riders get?

The Phillies 
wer@handicapped by poor management in 
the early past of the race and were con- 
ducted on the go-as-you-please plan for th® 
rest of the season. ‘“‘Too much Freedman” 
accounts for the Giants’ miserable showing. 
Pittsburg has had an experimental year. 
The Colonels showed gratifying improve- 
ment after a bad start and give first divis- 
ion promise in 189%, It was hard to deter- 
mine before the middle of the season 
whether Brooklyn, Washington or St. Louis 
had the worst team, but the Browns settled 
the question beyond all argument. 

The St. Louis Club played 148 games in 
18988. They won 39 and lost 109. This poor 
record tells the story of the team that 
represented St. Louls the past season. As 
a result of the poor showing St. Louis is 
at the rear end of the League race, and it 
was nothing more than a relief to the St. 
Louis fans When the season ended in Chi- 
cago, a week ago to-day.
